Enough classrooms exist to 
take care of the children, but 
there may be one or two class- 
es in which there are mixed 
grades. As of 3 pm Tuesday 
Collins ws giving-serious 
thought to having a mixed 
first and second grade in the 
Walker School, and possibly in 
one or two other locations, 
The High School, with 977 pu- 
pils will present a problem, 
as a record number of 977 pup- 

ils enrolled, high school stu- 

dents, and seventh and eighth 
graders. The school was design 
ed for 905 pupils, as it now 
stands, and there is a possi- 
bility that the High School 
cafeteria will be used as a 
cl] assroom. 

Last year’s enrollment, in 
all the Wilmington public 
schools was 2491, 200 less 
than the present number,

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WILMINGTON’ S INSURANCE 
DEFICIT ON AUTOS EXCEEDED 
$22,000 


Wilmington motorists had 
deficit of $22, 393, on person- 
al injury and death claims a- 
rising from accidents last 
year, according to figures 
released by the Casual ty Insur 
ance Companies serving Massa- 
chusetts on Sept. 4th. 

The total average, throughout 
the state, was a deficit of 
$6.43 for every private passen 
ger car. 

Wilmington’s ®verage was 
$8.17 for every passenger car. 

The specific allowance in the 
Insurance Commissioner’ 8 com- 
pulsory rates to pay claims is 
67.5 percent, throughout the 
state. Wilmington’s actual 
rate was 89.4 percent. 

Other nearby towns, and their 
rate were Tewksbury 141.6 per 
cent, Andover 93.7 percent, 
Billerica 90.6 percent, rth 
Reading 83,1 percent, Reading 
82.8 percent, Burlington 79.4 
percent, and Wobum 79.3 per- 
cent. 

The statistics were compiled 
8nd completely checked by ex- 
aminers of the State Depart- 
ment of Insurance. The find- 
ings are based on a final ta- 
bulation of the most recent 
complete year (1%6) of ac- 
cident loss experience under 
the Massachusetts Compul sory 
(bodily injury) liability in- 
surance law, and do not in- 
volve property damage insur- 
ance or Other forms of auto- 
movile coverage. 

A record of 10,514 personal 
injury claims were filed a- 
gainst the insurance companies 
in 1956 as a result of Massa- 
chusetts motoring accidénts, 
an increase of 14,392 over the 
figure for the previous year.

CHARLIE'S PLACE 

The late Charles Wilkinson of Reading, Re- 
presentative,of the 18th Middlesex District in 
the Legislature was a type of legislator that 
one does not often see -- an idealist. 

The average run-of-politician is far from an 
idealist, as is somewhat recognized. He is more 
bound by a code of ethics which emphasizes par- 
ty regularity - of the Democrats support Demo- 
crats and Republicans support Republicans vari- 
ety - a type of regularity that can lead to 
such things as voting against the better dic- 
tates of judgment. 

Although registered as a Republican, Charles 
Wilkinson was not an ultra-party regular. He 
did things that other Republicans would not do. 
He was an independent man in his thinking, and 
as such was a valuable representative of the 
18th Middlesex District. 

But “r. Wilkinson is dead and buried, and 
the questim now is who takes Charlie's Place? 

The 18th Middlesex District has two repre- 
sentatives, which, while common in Massachu- 
setts is not a hard and fast rule. Many dis- 
tricts have but one representative. 

The 18th Middlesex is comprised of the towns 
of Reading, North Reading, and Wilmington, and 
6 of the 7 wards of the City of Woburn. For 
years it has been known as a "safe" Republican 
District. For years the State Democratic Com 
mittee have seen fit to spend no money in the 
18th “Middlesex, because they felt that do so 
would be to throw it away. 

But there is a good question today whether 
the 18th Middlesex is safely Republican. Yr. 
Wilkinson always attracted a large number of 
Democratic votes. Frank Tanner, the other Re- 
presentative, also a Republican, and also from

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bably always will attract votes from the other 
side, by reason of his personality, which, pol- 
itically speaking is nct unlike that of “rs. 
Edith Nourse Rogers, Representative in Congress 
Mr. Tanner, like Mrs. Rogers, is a strong ve- 
terans man, and like that lady he also enjoys 
a lot of confidence from the labor people. 


The state laws say that we will have to have 
an election, to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. 
Wilkinson's death, and before that election 
there will have to be a Primary, to determine 
who the candidates will be. 

Neither the election or the primary can be 
held at-the same time as any regular election 
in the district - a fact that is worth n cting 
because Woburn is naw in the middle of a strong 
Primary fight, leading to the electim of a ma- 
yor, and aldermen, etc. 

The date of the primary, and the date of the 
election are set by the Speaker of the House, 
Mr. Skerry (Democrat). That gentleman may 
choose to have it as soon as the Woburn elec- 
tions are out of the way, and he may choose to 
delay it for one reason or another. Such elec- 
tions are not always held as soon as possible. 
Down in New Bedford, on one occasion, the elec- 
tion was delayed for months for some reason or 
other, and the people got up a petition to the 
Legislature, which was promptly "pocketed" in 
some committee until the speaker was ready. We 
are not suggesting that anything was wrong in 
this action, just showing that there can be and 
frequently are delays in Special Elections, and 
that this is one election which will have to 
wait for the actions of one man - the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives. 


It may well be that the State Democratic 
Committee will to all intents and purposes ig- 
nore this election, as they have previous elec- 
tions in this district. There is a comfortable 
Democratic majority in the House of Represen- 
tatives, and there is no dire necessity on 
their part to have another Democrat elected. 
If this were to be an election for the State 
Senate, where things are more evenly divided 
it would be another matter. 

If the State Democratic Committee were tc 
pour funds into this district for this election 
the result could be the election of a Democrat, 
for the first time in our memory. 

Woburn is a Democratic town, in which many 
of the voters have voted for Republicans of the 
Rogers-Tanner-Wilkinson variety. It has a very 
large Democratic majority - enough to outweigh 
the Republicans of Reading and North Reading,if 
they all got out to vote. Wilmington today is 
quite evenly divided, but probably the Demo- 
crats have the edge. 

If the State Democratic Committee chooses to 
make it so we could have an interesting polit- 
ical battle in this district. It would have to 
dc something that hasn't been done for some 
years - get out the Democratic vote in Woburn 
in particular, as well as in Wilmington and the 
other towns. 

If the State Democratic Committee should 
choose such @ course, 
Committee could not ignore such an action. They 
would react by pouring in funds to defend oe 
of their minority seats -- and that would make 
a fight worthy of recording.

His father had been a sort of 
unfriendly: man, who would not 
join the church and conseqient 
ly never was given the right 
to vote. William Butter 11 
was of a different temperament 
for he was one of the busiest 
businessmen of early Wilming- 
ton. He cut timbers for ships 
being built in the Mystic 
shipyards, just below Medford 
sqare, and at times had 20 or 
30 men in his employ. 

Butter, in addition to serv- 
ing as a Selectman served in 
many other capacities, being, 
for instance one of the men 
who were chosen to make a set- 
tlement with the minister of 
the Woburn church, the tows 
in those days being directly 
responsible for the minister s 
salaries, and the Woburn mini- 
ster was acknowledged to have 
suffered a financial loss when 
Wilmington was incorporated 

His wife was Rebecca Jones,of 
the Woburn family of that name 
Presumably. Ten children sur- 
vived the farily, most of whom 
made good records for them- 
selves in the new town. 

It was William Butter 11, ac- 
cording to the Butters family 
tradition who found the ‘But- 
ter apple, up on Wod Hill, 
and transplanted it to a site 
behind his home on Chestnut 
Street. ‘ 

The ‘Butter’ apple is better 
known today as the Baldwin ap- 
ple. A monument stands beside 
the home of William Butter, 
telling of the ‘discovery’ of 
the apple, while surveying 
lines were being run for the 
projected Middlesex Canal, 50 
years after William 11 had 
died. 

The naming of the Baldwin ap- 
ple is a controversy which 
still continues to receive 
discussion in various papers,

The apple was named, of 
course, after Col. Loammi Bald 
win, of North Yobum. A statue 
of a Revolutionary War colanel 
stands before his home, near 
the rail road crossing, in that 
section of Woburn. It is not 
a statue of the colonel, for 
no known likeness of him is 
in existence. 

But this is not a story of 


the Baldwin Apple - it is a! 


story of the Garden of Eden, 
where the apple originated. We 
hope at some time to be able 
to discuss more fully the rea- 
sons why the apple was not 
kpown by its proper name - the 
Butter Apple. 

The majority of the children 
of Willian Butter 11 (by now 
the name was spelled Butters) 
grew to prominence. 

One daughter, Lydia, married 
the grandson of the Rev. Tho-

mas Carter who was the first 
minister of Woburn while ano- 
ther, Mary, married a great-

; But it was Samuel Butters who 
was the most prominent of the 
third generation. He built the 
home in which Walter Hinxman 
now lives, in the year 1712. 

This was just 6 years after 
the Harnden Massacre, in North 
Wilmington, and Samuel built 
his home as a garrison house, 
with the second story project- 
ing out over the first. 

There was never any need of 
its so being used, but it re- 
mained in its original style 
for the first hundred years of 
its existence. 

A joking reference to this 
house, at about the time of 
the War of 1812, called it ‘At 
The Sign of the Horse Obllar’.
